Appropriation. 


Governor Eugene Talmadge Friday 
afternoon signed a full pardon for 
Robert E. Coleman, serving life for 
the murder of his wife, a crime te 


which James Starks, a negro burglar, 
has confessed.. 


Governor Talmadge signed the par- 
don a few minutes past 5. o’clock and 
handed it to Attorney-General Law- 


rence S. Camp, who has been assist- 
ing Coleman. County officers in turn 
instructed the Stonewall warden to 
release Coleman and at 6:30 o'clock 
he left for Bellwood to be formally 
discharged. At 7:30 this had been 
completed and at five minutes past 
8S he was in his sister’s College Park 
home. 

“I am convinced that there has been 
a grave miscarriage of justice and I 
am therefore losing no time in un- 
doing the wrong to Mr. Coleman.” 
Governor Talmadge said as he signed 
the pardon. “I want the young man 
to know that Georgia does not want 
the innocent to be punished.” 

The chief executive added that he 
would call the case to the attention of 
the legislature at its next session, as- 
serting that there undoubtedly would 
be an appropriation made to Coleman. 

“Other states which have wrong- 
fully imprisoned a man have helped 
him get a new start in life,” the gov- 
ernor said. “I believe that the Geor- 
gia legislature will appropriate a 
reasonable sum to this poor man.” 

Linder Recommended Pardon. 

The governor signed the pardon 

after it had been strongly recommend- 


|ed by his executive secretary, Tom M. 
| Linder, who investigated the case Fri- 
'day. Linder interviewed Starks in his 


cell at the Fulton tower and had 
Coleman brought before him from the 
Stonewall camp where he has been 
serving his sentence. 

_ Linder said that he was fully satis- 
fied that the admissions by Starks 
were truthful, and that Starks is 
guilty and Coleman innocent. 

“I am convineed of your innocence 
and I am sure the pardon will be is- 
sued without delay,” Linder told Cole- 
man. The young man then was taken 
back to the camp. Two hours later 
Linder reported his findings and made 
his recommendation to the governor. 
Mr. Talmadge then issued the pardon.

The other attempt to legalize 3.2 
per cent beer in Alabama, sponsored 
in the house, died on the house calen- 
dar last week. 

As passed by the senate, the sales 
tax measure would place in effect on 
May 1 a general 2 per cent tax on 
retail sales, with gasoline, tobacco, 
utilities, coal, iron and farm products, 
in the hands of the producer, exempt.

I left Moscow 
with special orders from my office 
to give them my personal attention 
because none of our switches here 
ever have broken down, and we 
wanted to be sure of these.

I 
leave it to technical experts (here he 
pointed to several experts seated near 
the judge) as to whether I did that 
work in proper time or whether a 
shorter time would have been enough 
for the quality of the work.”

The 1900th anniversary of the 
death of Christ on the cross was oh- 
served with more than usual solem- 
nity throughout the Christian ‘world 
today in honor of the holy year pro- 
claimed by the pope. .

“In the northern part of the state 
little planting of crops had been done 
but preparation was well under way.” 

For the 10 southern’ states the 
Apri. 1 peach crop condition was 
given as 47.2 per cent of formal com- 
pared with 33.4 last year and the 
average of 70.6. 

“In most of the southern states,” 
the report said, “peach trees were 
again abnormally advanced by warm 
weather through January, as in the 
preceding season, and the sharp 
freezes of early February caught*many 
trees well advanced in bud and bloom, 
especially in the extreme south. Later 
periods of cold added to the damage 
sustained early in February. Subse- 
quent weather conditions will have an 
important hearing upon the outcome 
of the southern peach crop.” 

The Georgia wheat crop was re- 
ported of good color and making ex- 
cellent growth with condition 74 per 
cent compared to 78 per cent a year 
ago and 79 per cent for the 10-year 
average.

THE NEW LEADERSHIP. 

Evidence of the value of strong, 
virile leadership is to be found in 
reports of the favorable reaction in 
various world capitals to thesinvi- 
tations extended by the United 
States to the economic conference 
in Washington, and to the growing 
approval in Europe of Premier Mus- 
solini’s proposal of a four-power 
peace pact to settle the troubled 
conditions on the continent. 

General approval of President 
Roosevelt’s suggestion for an in- 
formal get-together meeting has 
already been expressed by the Eu- 
ropean governments invited to par- 
ticipate in the meeting. Later dis- 
patches from Asia tell of Chinese 
eagerness to take part in the de- 
liberations and of the Japanese cab- 
inet’s decision ta “‘take the fullest 
possible advantage” of President 
Roosevelt’s invitation. 

Rio de Janeiro newspapers echo 
the sentiment in South America in 
the emphasis they put on the im- 
portage to Brazil of the oppor- 
tunity. to be represented at the 
forthcoming conference. 

President Roosevelt's bold and 
incisive tackling of domestic prob- 
lems has aroused confidence not 
only in the United States but in 
other nations where hope has been 
born that out of a leadership of 
vision and vigor will come surcease 
from the economic pains and inter- 
national misunderstandings from 
which the whole world is now suf- 
fering. 

So with Mussolini. Regardless 
of the approval or disapproval of 
the strong-arm methods by which 
he arose to power, the outstanding 
qualities of leadership of the Ital- 
ian dictator are not to be ques- 
tioned. 

When he briefly and bluntly sug- 
gested a four-power pact ¢o ward 
off the imminent threat of war on 
the European continent, he applied 
the stiletto to the diplomatic red 
tape and intrigue of the League of 
Nations, which, although formed for 
the chief purpose of keeping peace

THE NEW TRAFFIC RULES. 

Every user of Atlanta’s thorough- 
fares, whether autoist or pedestrian, 
should rigorously observe the new 
traffic rules which go into effect 
today. 
_ The new ordinances, sponsored 
by the Atlanta Traffic and Safety 
League, are much simpler and 
easier to observe than the ones they 
supplant, and will undoubtedly 
bring a greater degree of safety to 
the city’s streets if their regula- 
tions are followed by the public. 


Especially have the parking reg- 
ulations been simplified and their 
observance will be much less dif- 
ficult than were the former com- 
plex regulations that permitted 
parking for varying lengths of 
time on different downtown streets. 

Under the new regulations, the 
movement of traffic should be fa- 
cilitated and safety increased by the 
uniform rules, applying to all 
Streets, under which parking will 
be allowed for one hour during cer- 
tain periods and no parking per- 
mitted at other hours. 

If lived up to, the new regula- 
tions should revolutionize condi- 
tions on the streets—and it is in- 
cumbent upon the police to see that 
willful violators do not make it dif- 
ficult for the law-abiding to ob- 
serve the new rules for traffic. 

The new regulations are carefully 
designed and lenient, but they will 
bring little traffic improvement un- 
less they are vigorously enforced. 


COMMITTEE ACTS WISELY. 


The change by the city execu- 
tive committee of the date of the 
city primary from May to Septem- 
ber is a wise step, in keeping with 
the sound principle that primary 
nominations should be held at a 
time reasonably close to the date 
of the elections to follow. 

With the city election set by law 
for December, new conditions and 
new problems might arise follow- 
ing the naming of candidates in a 
primary held seven months earlier, 
and the people would be deprived 
of the opportunity to express their 
will on these new issues. 

The state law takes cognizance 
of the importance of holding pri- 
mary nominations at a date not too 
far removed from the time of the 
regular elections, prohibiting the 
holding of a primary before Sep- 
tember. 

The action of the city committee 
in reconsidering its former decision 
for a May primary is in line with 
that principle, and with the trend 
thé country over towards the sim- 
plification and accéleration of the 
selection of public officials. 

The prompt realization by the 
committee of the mistake made in 
Setting the early primary is grati- 
fying, and in keeping with the good 
record it has set up during the past 
two years. Under its direction 
many objectionable features have 
been removed from the conduct of 
the local primaries. 

The committee is, of course, well 
within its rights in appealing to the 
courts on its claim that the law 
passed by the recent legislature, 
limiting its membership to 12, is 
unconstitutional, and it is perhaps 
better that the matter should be 
definitely adjudged at this time. 

Regardless of that phase of the 
Situation, the committee is entitled 
to, and should be given, due credit 
for its prompt and wise agreement 
to reset the date of the primary for 
the fall.

The news reels convey some- 
thing of the thunderous shout of the 
multitude at the sight of the military 
display. It is all very picturesque, 
but one cannot deny that it is also a 
bit, let us say, mediaeval. 

Of course it is only a side-show, 
one of those facades which is calculat- 
ed to divert attentiog from the des- 
perate ecenomic situd@Mfon of the Ger- 
man people. Such is also the persecu- 
tion of Jews in the reich and the 
hounding of all ple of free spirit. 
When all the reds are finally in jail 
and all the Jews expelled, all the op- 
positional papers silenced and all for- 
ward-looking literature proscribed or 
destroyed, the fundamental problem of 
Germany remains. One needs not 
gifted with second sight to see that 
Herr Hitler's hardest task lies ahead 
of him, In Potsdam Herr Hindenburg 
expressed his satisfaction that the 
“good old days” were back and sym- 
bolically he placed a wreath on the 
tomb of Frederick the Great. 


One wonders a little what that Vol- 
tairean sceptic, that atheist king, who 
refused ta speak German because it 
was the “barbarous tongue of a bar- 
barous people,” would have thought 
of all that confused babble about Ger- 
man greatness, place in the sun and 
Gott-Mit-Uns business had he been 


alive.

My pipe, when I come to think of it, 
was the object of many curious glances 
last summer in the U. 8. 8S. R. It 
was more than that those Russians 
actually took exception to my smok- 
ing the old briar. “You should not 
smoke one of those things,” one man 
said to me, 

“What should I smoke then, some 
of those little paper things filled with 
tobacco?” 


No, I should not smoke at all. It 

was as bad as alcohol. It was habit 
forming. It was opium. Smoking was 
an enemy of the working class, of the 
intellectual and the savant, for it pre- 
vented clear thinking. So they told 
me. 
_ I imagine the anti-tobacco league 
in America has propagandists who 
talk in exactly similar vein. I often 
meditated on that curious aversion to 
the greatest delight on earth. And 
especially on the aversion exhibited 
by the new Russians—some of them 
that is. Only the other day I discov- 
ered the reason. A man by the name 
of Rizianoff died. He is the follower 
of Marx, who collected all the red 
master’s writings and correspondence 
in the Marxist Museum in Moscow. 
Now this man Rizianoff once wrote, 
it appears, as follows. “If Marx had 
not been such an incessant smoker, 
he would have added five years to his 
life and he would have completed the 
writing of the philosophy of economic 
determinism.” 

So there you are. There lies the 
crux of the hostility to tobacco in the 
new Russia.

HEALTH AND SUDDEN CHANGE 

One of the recommendations vouch- 
safed to employes by the “medical 
bureau” of a metropolitan public 


service corporation in a leaflet on 
“How to Keep Well This Winter” is 
to avoid chilling after perspiring. An- 
other is to wear your outside wrap 
when you go outdoors. Evidently the 
company doctors thinks the robot will 
wear an inside wrap indoors without 
being told. 


. Who pays the cost of the corpora- 
tion’s “medical bureau?’ The public. 
Jt is all figured in the excess profits. 
But the employes contribute involun- 
tarily a pro rata cut in wages. In 
short every such medical, surgical or 
tin-doctor service provided by a big 
business concern is maintained out of 
the excess profits in which employes 
would otherwise share. The employer 
assumes the employe is too dumb to 
choose his own medical attendant 
when he needs medical care, and so 
it is that corporations all over our 
bootlicking land take care of this mat- 
te: for the peasantry. Independence? 
There isn’t enough of that quaint 
spirit left to support a neighborhood 
grocery or butcher shop. 


Quick cooling of the body after 
overheating is not only harmless but 
r-ther beneficial to health, as he who 
bathes should know. Is it not a cus- 
tom to brave a sudden dash or spray 
or plunge in cold water at the end 
of a steam or hot vapor bath? The 
silly idea of this final cold dash is 
to “close the pores so no cold can get 
in,” but what it really does is contract 
or tighten the surface blood vessels 
which have beer relaxed by the heat 
and overdistended with blood. 


I repeat there is no harm in such 
quick cooling after such overheating. 
Nor in any similar sudden change. 
On the contrary it is beneficial to 
health and general vigor and “pep” 
to subject the body to just such sud- 
den changes as often as the weather, 
climate and environment permit. All 
with due regard for your own com- 
fort, of course. In fact, unless you 
are a blamed idiot, you know better 
than any doctor does, whether you 
should put on or leave off any par- 
ticular wrap or other cover in any 
circumstance. Your own feelings are 
a better cuide about that than the 
quaint notions of any old fogy physi- 
cian. 

It is unwise for one unacenstomed 
to vigorous exertion to cool off too 
quickly after a strenuous game or a 
hard job of work. Unwise because 
too sudden cooling interferes with the 
removal of products of combustion 
from the tissues about the muscles. 
and when the removal of these acid 
waste products throurh the circula- 
tion is delayed. lameness, stiffness or 
soreness of the muscles is likely to 
follow. That is unpleasant. But it is 
never dangerous, nor is there any 
greater danger of any known iliness 
from such chilling after unatcustomed 
exertion. 

I emphasize unaccustomed effort. 
because, as athletes well know. with 
training one becomes less and less 
susceptible to such lameness even if 
one is downright careless about chi-l- 
ing after a warming up. An athlete 
in good training becomes almost im- 
mune to such lameness. It is the eub 
or the scrub that puts on the big show 
of blankets, sweater and similar trap- 
pings along the sidelines. Most of us 
in the grandstand would be stiff to- 
morrow if we jogged once around the 
field. 

Remembers, your 
own sense of comfort is the only 
guide to follow in respect to sudden

Fertilizer Men Join Pow- 
er Groups in Opposing 
U. S. Competition.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—(@Q)— 
Fertilizer an” power interests today 
joined in a reiterated demand thar 
congress take out of the Roosevelt 
Tennessee valley plan all provisions 
implying possible government compe- 
tition with their industries. 

Spokesmen for each told the house 
military committee their industries. 
were expanded far beyond present 
consumption levels and that only with 
the aid of a subsidy from the treas- 
ury could the government compete at 
Muscle Shoals. 

“Don’t scrap a private industry,” 
urged Charles <. Brand, secretary of 
the National Fertilizer Association. 
“If you are going to put the govern- 
ment into competition with us, buy 
oacgting: plants.” 

W. L. Willkie, president of the 
Commonwealth & Southern Corpora- 
tion, said six southern companies of 
the group had outstanding senior se- 
curities of $409,000,000. 

“I give as my deliberate judgment 
that if this plan is carried out the 
value of these securities eventually 
will be destroyed,” Willkie testified. 

Tomorrow, the other side of the 
tne argument will be presented by 

udson King, director of the National 
Popular Government League. Be- 
fore nightfall, Chairman McSwain 
said he hoped to conclude hearings 
on the administration’s vast Tennes- 
see basin project. 

A brief plea for including the Cum- 
berland river valley of Kentucky 
within the scope of the development 
was made by Representative Brown, 
democrat, Kentucky. 

Brand, often a witness on the Mus- 
cle Shoals issue, eaid it was not quite

federal co-ordinator to ease the way 
to better days for the railroads. 

With extensive rail reorganizations 
envisioned in that, jobs are likely to 
be washed out just as in the huge 
governmental economy adjustments in 
the offing. 

Unmistakable evidence was given 
today that the president and his cab- 
inet are actively mindful of the de- 
flationary effects involved in these 
huge propositions, and are equally 
set on more than combatting them 
by spreading work where it’a most 
needed. 

In fact, the democrati¢e leadership 
at the capitol expects Mr. Roose- 
velt’s bond-issue-for-public-works rec- 
ommendation to reach there before 
long. 

Meanwhile, a senate ‘bi-partisan 
coterie undertook tonight to make the 
bill of broader compass pending the 
expected announcement that the time 
to take the new path has arrived, 

As the day ended, Mr. Roosevelt 
exchanged views on it with Senators 
Wagner and Costigan, democrats, and 
La Follette and Cutting, republicans. 
Their talk embraced the possibility 
of limiting working hours and get- 
ting a minimum wage law within fhe 
constitutional limits, some members 
of congress having instituted a study 
in the latter direction. 

Judgment is being reserved at the 
White House until the findings can 
be ascertained, but the president was 
described in quarters that should 
know as favoring federal preserva- 
tion of wage levels to the extent that 
the constitution allows. 

He and his aids have practically 
completed the bond issue feature of 
the forthcoming bill. ‘The secretary 
of labor, Miss Frances Perkins, be- 
lieves the minimum wage aspect 
“feasible” and also is looking fur- 
ther into it. 

She spoke frankly to reporters to- 
day of what’s impending—revealing a 
conviction that public construction 
could be begun to put many to work 
within a few mouths. Her ideas took 
in not alone federal works, but also 
projects by state and municipal gov- 
ernments. Cited were waterworks, 
elimination of grade crossings and 
slum areas and low cost housing. 

“Drain the unemployment pools,” 
she set up as her reason for advo- 
cating governmental construction in 
areas where work was most needed. 

Various amounts have been men- 
tioned as likely for a*f2deral bond 
issue to this end, which presumably 
would be floated with a tremendous 
public campaign. It must be remem- 
bered also that the impending legis- 
lation for refinancing mortgages on 
farms and small homes requires bond 
issue financing to a possible total of 
four billions; which, with the public 
works issue, conceivably could raise 
the total to over 12 billions, Treas- 
ury officials have exhibited no doubt, 
however, that this could be done with- 
out difficulty. 

First of all, climactic moves to 
make federal credit impregnable are 
due. 

To top off the tremendous savings 
such as represented in the veterans’ 
expenditures cuts, an executive order 
soon is expected greatly to reduce fed- 
eral agencies and personnel—to assure 
total annual economies of about a 
billion dollars. 

Main devisers of the reorganization 
plan, it became known today, expected 
presidential approval with but few 
changes, if any. It went to the White 
House from the secretary of com- 
merce, Daniel C. Roper, and the direc- 
tor of the budget, Lewis W. Donglas, 
after weeks of labor. 

Meanwhile, the farm price lifting

Senate and governor have yet to 
act on the beer measure, which also 
legalizes wine of the 3.2 per cemt 
alcoholic content approved by con- 
gress. Goverhor Dave Sholtz has 
asked for beer in a message to the 
assembly. 

Legalization of the brew and wine, 
despite constitutional prohibition in 
Florida, is proposed in the house 
measure by declaring them non-intox- 
icating and medicinal. 

An amendment which would have 
made the beer bill effective immediate- 
ly upon its signature by the governor 
was ruled’ out of order. but such an 
amendment was appended to the tax 
measure. The beer bill already in- 
cluded a provision making it effec- 
tive as soon as it became law. 

The tax measure provides a levy 
of one-half cent a pint on the bever- 
age, an annual license fee of $250 
for nufacturers, $100 for whole- 
salers and $15 for retailers. It all 
goes to the schools. Local levies are 
limited to one-half of the state tax.

State officials and prominent Geor- 
gians will pay tribute this afternpon 
to M. L. Ledford, 67, state treasur- 
er, whose funeral will be held at 3 
o'clock in Cairo, Ga., his former 
home. 

Mr. Ledford, who had been treas- 
urer since December 30, 1931, died 
unexpectedly of a heart attack early 
Friday morning at his home at 995 
Ponce de Leon avenue after a long 
period of failing health. 

A large group of state authorities 
will form an honorary escort at the 
rites, which are to be held at the 
Cairo Baptist church, of which he was 
a deacon. The Rev. D. P. 
officiate and he will be buried in 
the Cairo cemetery. The body was 
taken to Cairo Friday night via the 
Central of Georgia railway by H. M. 
Patterson & Son. 

Governor Eugene Talmadge Fri- 
day issued a proclamation lamenting 
the death of one of the state's most 
efficient and best-known officers. 
The flag at the state capitol will fly 
at half-staff for 30 days and the 
capitol -will be closed all day today 
in honor of Mr. Ledéord.

M. L. Ledford, treasurer of the state, 
has lost one of her most loyal and 
distinguished sons, and one whose pub- 
lic career as a servant of the people 
of Georgia was marked by unswerv- 
ing devotion to duty and to the wel- 
fare of the people,” the proclamation 
read. 

Governor Talmadge, though several 
persons have been recommended to 
him to fill the unexpired term, Fri- 
day said he would make no appoint- 
nent uytil after the funeral unless 
an emergency arose. 

Mr. Ledford, widely known in 
north Georgia, had been state senator 
from Grady county and was also its 
school superintendent and county at- 
torney. He defeated G. B. Hamilton, 
of Atlanta, in the last election for 
state treasurer.

Preparing an End-Play 


A forced lead play is a means by 
which one or more tricks may fre- 
quently be gained by a study of the 
distribution of the hands and the 
elimination of a suit or suits from 
the hand of one or the other adver- 
sary. then forcing him into the lead 
when his choice of a card to return 
is limited in the way most favorable 
to the Declarer.

“Mr. Shaw.” said Beck, “has for 
25 years maligned this country. 
Some time ago when he was given 
the courtesy of an international 
radio speech he began his address 
to America by saying ‘you boobs.’

MANCHESTER, England, April 
14.—(7)—A break in the clouds is 
noted here by the cotton trade sta- 
tistical bureau. 


“There is reason to believe,” the 
bureau says in its quarterly bulletin, 
“that the steady fall in world produc- 
tion, which began in the middle of 
1929, was finally arrested in 1932. 


“World production of raw materi- 
als for the first time since 1925 ap- 
peared to have been less than current 
consumption and visible stocks had 
shown a slight fall. 


“For the first time since 1928 
stocks of cotton were at the end of 
January Jast lower than in the pre- 
ceding year, while prices had improved 
after reaching their lowest point in 
June. Cotton consumption was above 
production largely owing to the reduc- 
tion in the American crop, which was, 
however, mainly a consequence of re- 
duced yield per acre and to that ex- 
tent largely fortuitous. 


“The increased activity in India, 
China, and Japan during the past 
year had helped considerably to off- 
set the decline elsewhere so that world 
production had not fallen in the cot- 
ton industry as it had in other indus- 
tries.” 


Rapid development of Japanese 
trade in cotton goods was shown not 
to have prevented an increase in Brit- 
ish cotton exports until the last quar- 
ter of the year. 


For the whole year, British exports 
of cotton manufactures were 96.5 per 
cent of the 1930 level, while the vol- 
ume of all exports of wholly or main- 
ly manufactured goods fell to 76.6 per 
cent, 


World yarn production in 1932 was 
approximately the same as in 1931, 
but there was an increase of 12 per 
cent in the volume of international 
trade in cotton piece goods. 


COTTON HOLIDAY PLAN 
ADVANCED AT BRUSSELS 


BRUSSELS, April 14.— ) —A 
resolution recommending a _ week’s 
“eotton holiday” to reduce the margin 
between production and consumption 
was adopted by the International 
Federation of Master Cotton Spinners 
and Manufacturers, meeting here. 

Represéntatives attended from 
Great Britain, France, Belgium, Ger- 
many, Italy, Holland, Sweden, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Switzerland. 

The committee also passed a reso- 
lution concerning the packing of 
American cotton. It read: 

“This committee expresses its 
strongest disapproval at the growing 
practice of false packing of American 
cotton, largely originating from Texas, 
and particularly relating to staple. In 
order to enable spinners to trace of- 
fending parties, this committee _re- 
quests.that the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture devise ways and 
means of identifying the ginneries 
from which such cotton has  origi- 
nated.” 

The committee also reaffirmed the 
necessity of compiling tabulations of 
moisture tests for American cotton. 

The secretary general was instruct- 
ed to visit the United States to re- 
port on the current year’s cotton crop 
in North America.

Thousands of 
workers have been recalled to the 
leading factories and motor truck 
plants are working overtime to catch 
up with orders on hand. The bank- 
ing situation still is operating as a 
retardative factor in many directions, 
but the effects of the moratorium 
gradually are disappearing in many 
directions.
